Witnesses in the Wagoner-Butler election 
contest were numerous today.

Lafayette Cox and Two Companions 
Brought Physician to Aid of Ivie 
Cox, Stricken With Heart 
Failure. 


A mNe a minute down a steep mountain 
id was made in a life and death race by 
Lafayette C. Cox, a railway clerk Hving at 
2011 Ruger street, whose quick wit and 
courage suved the life of his vister Miss 
Ivie Cox. 

Miss Cox was visiting relatives living six 
miles from Ft. Loudon, Pa. The hamlet is 
named Richmond furnace, but aside from 
the furnace and one store, there is little to 
indicate a village. 

While she was thers Miss Cox became 
ill. She was attacked by heart failure. It 
was after midnight and the nearest doctor 
was at Ft. Loudon, six miles away. The 
nature of her illness made it imperative 
that there should be no delay in obtajn- 
ing the services of a physician. 

In that mountanious country the distance 
is much greater by the country roads than 
by the railway track. While others were 
deliberating upon the possibility of getting 
a horse and buggy to go for the doctor, 
Lafayette Cox was trying to find some 
more expeditious way. 


DELAY MIGHT COST LIFE.

He said 
he could get it, but it was made after an 
old model. Handcars of modern design are 
not intended to be greyhounds, but this 
ancient one was slower than any. Never- 
theless, upon that memorable night Cox and 
his companibns rode at times a mile a min- 


ate while going down the mountain side on 


the antiquated car. 

The rafiway track was crooked and 
rough. At the start there was a down 
grade for a short distance, and then there 
was a steep climb for almost a half mile. 
after which it was down hill until within 
a half mile of Fort Loudon. 

The railway track was crooked and 
Frank Meyers, Lafayette Cox got on the 
handcar and set to work, pumping it up the 
grade. When they got to the top ot the 


hausted. The fall nights were chilly and 
the great altitude added to the cold. 


ACCIDENT SEEMED CERTAIN. 

They started down the hill and with each 
turn of the wheels the rickety old handcar 
gained epeed. Presentiy the men were 
jolted about in such a way that they were 
compelled to hold on with both hands or be 
thrown off. In a few minutes they had 
gained great headway. The telegraph poles 
apparently flew past them with incredible 
speed. Their hands were becoming numb 
from the cold, yet they dared not relax 
their holds. 

“Grip tight. now we're close to that re- 
verse curvo! yelled young Mever, who 
knew every inch of the track. 

Before them faintly ocutlined in the dark- 
ness, the rails took on the shape of a huge 
letter 8. At the mpeed they were going, it 
seemed as if the handcar must surely Jump 
the track when it struck that fearful curve. 
The car oscillated from one rail to another, 
a full half inch space being allowed for va- 
riation by the peculiar construction of the 
wheels. They were going at least a mile 
a minute when they reached the curve. 

All of the young men simply shut their 
eyes and held on Uke grim death. There 
was nothing to do but trust to Providence. 
The old brake on the car was bedly worn, 
and at that stage of the journev would have 
been more likely to precipitate an accident 
than to check the speed of the car. 


RUN TOOK 91-2 MINUTES. ’ 
The men on the car were jostied against 
one another, and often fell on the handles 
with force enough to make painful bruises, 
but at the time they did not feel them. 
After what eeemed a journey of hours, 
they had rounded the evrve and were shoot- 
ing down u straight piece of track. They 
felt comparatively safe then, for the lights 
of Fort Loudon could be seen ahead, and 
they knew that after another mile they 
would strike the up grade. 

When they arrived at Fort Leudon, La- 
fayette Cox looked at his watch, and dis- 
covered that instead of the trip having 
taken at least an hour and a half, as it 
seemed to him, the jourmey had been made 
in just nine and one-half minutes. Allow- 
ing for the slow progress in going up the 
hills, railroaders afterward estimated they 
nad made at times considerably more than 
a mile a minute

handcar, and arrived in time to bring Miss 
Cox out of a sinking spell that had all the 
indications of terminating fatally it medical 
attondance had not been at nand.

The Brooklyn youth was large, straight 
and powerfully built. He swam daily in the 
Woodstock lake and frequently crossed it, 
a distance of half a mile.

Blunt B. Brazeale, his grandfather, was 
a civil officer in the Louisiana territory 
under President Jefferson, and was pres- 
ent at the formal transfer of the territory 
in the historic New Orieans Cabildo—tne 
building which it has been proposed that 
the state of Louisiana should reproduce 
at the World's Fair. 


Commission to Be 
Appointed Soon. 
“The Louisiana state commission will be 
appointed in a few days by Gov. Heard,” 
said Mr. Brazeale. At the same time a 
superintendent or director-general of the 


state exhibit will be named. The man 
whom the governor has selected for this 
position is exceptionally capable. 
The legislature has appropriated $100,- 
000 for a state building and exhibit. A 
number of the parishes—our name 
counties—have taken individual action. 
“A feature of the exhibit will be the 
prominence given to the rice display. Rice 
growing is comparatively a, new industry 
in Louisiana, but has advanced 80 rapid- 
ly that, after a comparatively few years, 
it is on a footing with the cotton, lum- 
ber and su trades as the great industries 
of the state. 

“Cotton and lumber are the ruling in- 
dustries in the Fourth Congressional dis- 
trict, in the northwest part of the state. 
These will be displayed in every possible 
form in the state exhibit. 

“At my home town of Natchitoches in- 
terest in the Exposition is keen. The town, 
which now has about 4000 inhabitants, 18 
the oldest settlement in the entire Louisi- 
ana Purchase. It was the extreme outpost 
of western civilization for 100 years after 
its first settlement, in 1698. It is 225 miles 
from New Orleans and 90 miles from 
Shreveport. 


Ruins of Forst St. Denis 
Are Still Standing. 
Ruins of Fort St. Denis, erected in 1704, 
still stand in the heart of the town. In 
the inclosure is a cemetery, in which bodies 
are still occasionally buried. 
“A mile from the town is Camp Salu- 
brity, where Gen. Taylor, accompanied by 
Gen. Grant, made his headquarters at one 
time in the Mexican campaign. 
“A false impression seems to have gone 
abroad in some quarters that Louisiana is 
not a progressive state or that its progress 
has been small as compared with that of 
other states. 
“A review of the state’s four greatest in- 
dustries for the past few years will show 
that in the four lines I have named, cot- 
ton, lumber, sugar and rice, no part of the 
country has made such advances. 
“This increase in trade has been reflected 
in the growth of towns and cities. Shreve- 
rt, the largest city in my district, has 
ncreased its population by 40 per cent in 
three years.“

WILLIAM H. MAURICE: 


SOOO 


Wiliam H. Maurice, who for many years 
was prominently identified with the large 
business interests of St. Loulg, and who 
rendered the city and the country valuable 
service during a most trying period, died 
last week at Los Angeles, Cal, and was 
buried in the beautiful Rosedale Cem- 
etery. 

He left a daughter, Mrs. Thomas S. Obear 
of 4600 Washington boulevard, and a widow 
and two children, W. T. Maurice and Miss 
Frances M. Maurice, in Los Angeles. He 
was in his 79th year, but within three 
weeks of his death he had the activity and 
energy of a man 20 years younger. 

Mr. Maurice's was a remarkable career. 
He was born in Union Springs. N. V., April 
22, 184. When he was only 22 years old, 
he endured the perils and hardships of thie 
tedious wagon journey to St. Louis. Be- 
fors leaving his eastern home he had won 
the affection of Miss Sarah Andrews of 
Taunton, Maas. Two years after he reached 
the West she followed him, and in 1848 they 
were married in the old Galt House at 
Louisville, Ky. 

They made their residence in this city, 
and Mr. Mauriege entered upon his business 
career as a wholetcale jeweler with the firm 
of Mead & Co., but he rapidiy branched 
out, and became cashier of the Continental 
Bank. At the same time he was president 
of the old Mercantile Bank, now an institu- 
tion of history. He amassed a fortune, re- 
linquished the duties of the financial office, 
and embarked in the milling business. de- 
ing one of the founders of that industry 
in this city. 


WAS PARK TRUSTEBE. 

He thrived and quickly became one of the 
mercantile leaders of the West. Then he 
became interested in politics, serving a 
term in the Missouri Legislature as a rep- 
resentative of the Republican party. He 
and his family lived in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Lafayette Park, and he was com- 
missioner of that square for many years. 
It was one of the monuments of his pride, 
and no day passed that he did not visit this 
garden spot of the old St. Louls. Then the 
civil war came. 

He was an ardent Unionist, while his 
neighbors and those living about him were 
of the opposite persuasion, but despite this 
he cut a hole in the roof of his house and 
planting a flagpole there he ran up the 
stars and stripes, sewed by his wife and 
niece. He kept the lag floating there 
throughout the war, and it was said to be 
the tirst Federal flag to be thrown to the 
breeze in St. Lovis.

FOUGHT POLICE

Prisoner, Thought to Be In- 
sensible, Leaped From 
Operating Table. 


WAS IN SERIES OF FIGHTS 


BEFORE REACHING HOSPITAL HE 


STABBED OFFICER IN THROAT. 


By a series of desperate fights with the 
policemen who arrested him and by playing 
PT) ’possum”’ an athleiic and powerful man 


tried to make his escape from the officers 


of the law this morning. 

He combined most skilfully 1 
courage and fighting ability, but the odds 
were overwhelming and the, belligerent, 
who is believed to be a burgiar, is in the 
City Hospital a prisoner. During the dif- 
ferent encounters with his cagtors he sus- 
tained a number of*scalp wounds, but his 
injuries are not regarded as serious. 

He refused to tell his name at the hos- 
pital, or to make any verbal defense what- 
ever. 

At 5 o’clock this morning a negro ran out 
of the alley bounded by La Salle, Hickory, 
Armstrong and Missouri avenues. The col- 
ored man’s eyes were bulging, and he was 
badly frightened. When he saw Policemen 
Theodore Fiegenspan and James Henne- 
berry standing at Jefferson and Ohouteau 
avenues he hurried to them, and. in trem- 
bling voice, told them a big white man had 
pre-empted a place in his house, and re- 
fused to go away. 

FAMILY TERRORIZED. _ 

The patrolmen went with the negro, and 
when they entered his domicile they saw 
that the fellow was preparing his own 

breakfast, while the the nigro’s wife 
stood by and begged him not to injure her. 

The intruder had terrorized the familly. 

The fellow was on the lookout for police- 
men and when the two patrolmen came in 
the door he struck at Fiegenspan, but the 
blow missed. As the man lurched by the 
table he grabbed a butcher knife, with 
which he made a second attack. He cut 
a big gash from Siegenstan’s left ear to 
underneath his chin, but it was not deep 


enough to reach any of the important 
arteries. 2 


The wound extended to within the frac- 
tion of an inch of the jugular vein. Patrol- 
man Henneberry rushed to the aid of 
Negenspan and they soon clubbed the man 
into submission. He was securely hand- 
cuffed and taken to the City Hospital. 

RUSHED TO HOSPITAL. 

When he gave up the fight the fellow had 
falien to the floor and it was seemingly 
fmpbesible to restore him to consciousness. 
For this reason and because Patrolman 
Fiegenspan’s injury looked to be more se- 
rious than it really was the patrol wagon 
went at bredkneck speed to the hospital. 

The surgeons at the hospital looked after 
the wounded man. In taking stitches in the 
supposed burglar’s head they handled him 
quite severely, believing the pain might 
prove efficacious in restoring him to con- 
sciousness, but he lay like one under the 
influence of chloroform. 

When his head had been dressed and he 
had been removed to a cot further efforts 
were made to restore him to consciousness, 
but they were apparently without avail. 

An attendant suggested to the policemen 


that the handouffs be removed, as there 


Was little likelihood of an unconscious man 
escaping. They egreed. 

No sooner had the shackles been taken 
off than the patient gave a leap, and, 
knocking over one attendant, he ran by 
both policemen.

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FORMATION OF JUVENILE COURTS 


The article on juvenile courts, by President Hawes of the Po- 
ce Board, in Wednesday's Post-Dispatch, contains many sug~ 


1 a gestions that are worthy of consideration. 


Mr. Hawes says that the need of a juvenile court for St. Louls 
fs no longer a subject of discussion. Fiveryone is agreed, that 
it would be of inestimable benefit to the community. 

The Post-Dispatch is gratified that its agitation of the ques- 
tion has had this result, and that there is now no doubt that 
the idea will be given a concrete form. 

“The question of how the tribunal should be organized and 
equipped, says Mr. Hawes, s the important question,’ and 
as to this he makes some valuable observations. 

Two of these, namely, that the judge of the juvenile court 
should be able to devote his entire time to the work, and that 
the probationary officers should be men of ability and paid suf- 
ficient salaries, appear to be worthy of adoption. That there 
a : should be separate places of detention, so that the juvenile 
') oferders may not come under the influence of the police station 
1585 or jail calls, is, of course, a part of the juvenile court system. 
And that the detention necessary should be as short as 


$s also a good suggestion. 
Wh.le it might be easier to pass a law for a juvenile court 


ee Yor St. Louis alone. Mr. Hawes’ view that the other large cities 


of the state are not ready to adopt the new method of dealing 
with juvenile offenders is a matter of speculation. There can

Many will think this. remedy as bad os the disease in that it 
deprives “colonials” of all hope of participation in the manage- 
ment of common affairs, and turns the republic into an imperial 
republic, with subject states. But perhaps Mr. Ingalls would 
not urge this too strenuously. His aim is to bring up a pressing 
danger for public thought. 

Concerning capital and labor, monopolies and taxation, Mr. 
Ingalls speaks with the wisdom of ripe thought and long ex- 
perience. ‘Publicity and taxauon,” he says, “is one way of 
controlling and keeping the trusts within the limits.” 

Small property owners should be encouraged and wealth made 
to bear its share of the burden of taxation. ‘‘Large ownerships 
of land should be discouraged and prevented. 

“Our system of taxation,” says Mr. Ingalls, “is the crudest 
on the civilized earth, with possibly the exception of Turkey 
and some of the Oriental countries.“ One of his suggestions is 
an income tax. The decision of the Supreme Court against the 
constitutionality of such a tax was one of the most unfor 
tunate occurrences of the age. 

These are wise words from a calm thinker. They should be 
thoughtfully ccnsidered by every man who loves hig country and 
hopes to escape the dangers which everybody sees sbead. 

The antitrust utterances of the President have not prevented 
the absorption of two more steel plants by the Steel Trust, 
which will issue $45,000,000 more bonds to pay for them. The 
big combination doubtless looks upon the presidential oppost- 
tion to it as purely Pickwickian. . 
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THE MEYSENBURG DECISION. : 

The tone of Justice Sherwood's opinion in the Meysenburg case 
seems harsh and censorious. In spots the language is intem- 
berate and lacking in the calm gravity which we expect in ju- 
dicial utterances. This is most regrettable since anything which 
tends to weaken public respect for, or confidence in, any arm 
of government is to be deplored. . 

But the vigor of tlie court's decision will not be wholly with- 
out good fruit if it serve to hold the trial courts and circuit at- 
torney to firm adherence to unquestioned and unquestionable 
practice. 

The Meysenburg case differs in many respects from the other 
bribery cases, and the pathway indicated by Judge Sherwood 
must be followed in the trial. Nobody can complain that the 
opinion is ambiguous. There need be no errors in the next trial. 

The opinion is a plain warning that these cages must be closely 
tried, and that neither fear of public resentment, personal bias 
or prejudice will be permitted to disturb the course of justice, 
It is not moral but legal proof that must convict the accused, 
proof strictly defined by the law, and no evidence will be ad- 
mitted which does not conform to this requirement. 

This fact should be generally understood. Procedure in trial 
courts is cleafly marked out by the law, and the legal rules 
must be observed. Judges and attorneys are held to strict ac- 
count by higher courts. Judge Sherwood’s deliverance is open 
to criticism, perhaps, on the score of tone and temper, but his 
admonitions must be heeded.

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A TERMINAL COMMISSION 


Both Mayor Wells and President Phillips of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements favor the appointment of ad Terminal Com- 
mission, as suggested by the Post-Dispatch, to make a thorough 
investigation of the whole terminal problem and report a feas‘ble 
program in the public interest. 

“It could teke hold of the terminai situation and decide upon 
the plan most advantageous to the city,“ said Mr. Phillips, ‘just 
as the charter amendments commission pushed through its 
Work.“ 

Mr. Phillips, while not suggesting that the question be re- 
moved from the Assembly, thinks that any assistance that 
any city official can secure in a matter like this will be of ad- 
vantage to the city.’ 

Mayor Wells says: ‘‘The terminal problem is one of the most 
important that confronts the city today. I did not recommend 
a commission to the City Council, but I can see that such a 
plan would have advantages. 

In building up the new St. Louis there should be no patch- 
work. The grant of franchises one by one in response to the 


demands of special interests and without reference to each other 
or to the systematic development of the dity will not produce 
good results. 

A comprehensive plan having mainly in view the city’s advan- 
tage, and subordinating private interests to this public pur- 
pose. is the only procedure admissible in the circumstances. 

A resolution to this end was introduced in the Council, Aug.

Nee It Above the Table. 


HM first thing to learn is the correct 
zr way to sitatthetable. Neither too 
close nor too far away is the rule. Sit 
graceflly erect with the waist about eight 
inches from the table's edge. Do not lounge 
back in your chair. Do not lean your elbows 
on the table. Let your hands, when not 
actively employ d, rest quietly in your lap, 
instead of playing with knife or fork or 
spoon, or roaming restlessly over the table- 
cloth. ; 
Unfold your napkin soon after you have 
taken your seat. According to the strict 


rules of etiquette one should not spread it 
out like a tablecloth, but open it to about 
half its width and lay it across the lap. 
This applies to the enormous French nap- 
kins—smaller ones should be unfolded and 
laid across the lap. There is no need to 
raise the napkin high above the table while 
unfoldng it. To do so is awkward and in- 
elegant. Neither’ do well-bred people use 
the napkin as a bib by tucking it in the 
neck or buttunhole. People who are or- 
dinarily careful and eat correctly stand 
in no danger of spattering shirt-front or 
de dice. 

When using a spoon never turn its point 
toward the mouth in the awkward manner 
shown in the illustration. Drink always 
from the side of the spoon. Dip up soup 
with a motion of the spoon away from the 
body. Never make the slightest noise with 
lips or tongue when drinking any liquid. 
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To take up a hot Uquid and attempt to 
cool it with the breath is a most reprehen- 
sible habit. 

The foods which are properly eaten with 
a spoon are those that cannot be so con- 
veniently conveyed to the mouth by a fork. 
Oranges, grape2-fruit and all berries, and 
fruit when served with cream, forridge, 
jellies, hot puddings or custards are also 
to be eaten with the spoon. For ice 
cream either the spoon or the fork may be 
used. The fork is preferred in society. 
Eggs, eaten from the shefl, require an egg 
spoon, which is smaller than the ordinary 
teaspoon. In a later article the knack of 
deftly breaking the egg and eating it from 
the shell without awkwardness will be

The President and Secretary Hay held 
several conferences on the Venezuelan 
question today, one lasting an hour and 
a half. They devoted most of the time 
to considering the syndicate bond issue 
plan. 

It is felt that while it is a departure 
from all Amerioan traditions for the Uni- 
ted States to become responsible, even 
indirectly, for the bonds of any country, 
it is better to do that in the manner de- 
scribed than to allow a condition that 
presents so many threatening complica- 
tions to continue longer. It is thought 
President Castro and the people of Ven- 
ezuela will so thoroughly appreciate this 
evidence of friendship on the part of the 


United States that the bonds will be so 


safely guarded that steps by this country 
to compel payment will never become 
necessary.
